the re suit. IT COULD POSSIBLY BE THE ONE THING THAT WOULD BE LETT TO THTY 
THAT WILL WORK SATISFACTORILY .To my mind if I were the patient-and I 
realized the extrem^ity of ray condition I might give consent and if the 
doctor were willing to use the LSD the outcome might be lemazing.TIME, 
is such a factor however. 

Your brother has practically given his life for the USA in his particular 
work and if this would work he would be giving the world a head start on 
the positive cure for cancer.We will have to have it one day soon as the 
increase in cancer in the USA and the alarming possibilities of fall out 
results will dictate mighty measures soon.If adverse results are indicated 
the (antidote would bring one back to tl» original state. 
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
